Wharton said he had 
Col. Bee’s pledge that all Chinese par- 
doned under the provisicns of the reso- 
lution should be sent home at once.

The resolution was adopted—ayes, 46;

A 
function of the representative of the 
War and Interior Departments in a place 
like the San Carlos agency touch close 
at edges, and overlays so frequently 
that unless the respective officials bé 
men of peculiar fitness for their duties, 
constant wrangling must result, with 
disastrous consequences to the best 
interests of the government. No tribe 
of anything like the same number is to 
be found in the country to-day which 
could inflict so much damage upon 
‘property and destroy so many lives as 
could the Apaches in the event of an 
outbreak. The Southern Pacific, At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fé and At- 
lantic and Pacific Railroads are rapidly 
building up communities which would 
suffer terribly in such a contingency. 
So far as my abilities admit, Ido not 
|intend that there shall be any outbreak, 
but in every way possible shall try to 
lessen, day by day, the chances of the 
recurrence of such a calamitous condi- 
tion of affairs as overwhelmed the set- 
tlers and miners in Southeast Arizona 
a yearago. To assure the future, there 
is no equation to be compared to a 
good agent now. I donot wish to ap- 
pear as a eulogist of Agent Wilcox. I 
haven’t a doubt but he has his faults as 
other human beings, but while going 
about among the Apaches last fall 1 
learned to know Mr. Wilcox, and un- 
hesitatingly say that if you don’t sup- 
port him fully you will regret it. Mr. 


words in the dictionary are too strong, 
the remnants of the old Indian ring 
of this Territory, who never made 
an honest penny in_ their lives, 
but grew fat on the proceeds of In- 
dian hostilities. These men are vam- 
pires who gorge themselves on the blood 
of their fellow-creatures. A number 
still hang around the San Carlos Agency, 
and so long as one is there to be found, 
so long you are going to have trouble to 
root them out. From them have coine 
all the lying reports of discontent 
among the Apaches in the past six 
months—reports which have been scat- 
tered broadcast over our country—and 
have done much to keep numbers of our 
rich mines in Arizona undeveloped. It 
is, perhaps, hardly proper for me to 
make, the assertion, but I do assert that 
the Apaches of the San Carlds Reserva- 
tion, since my conferences with them in 
September, October and November last, 
have been as well behaved and as well 
disposed as any equal number of abo- 
rigines in the West. They are now pre- 
paring their lands for tillage, and re-/| 
quire but one boon, and that is the ex- 
pulsion or destruction of the nest of 
irresponsible parties hanging about the 
Agency and throwing obstructions in 
gent Wilcox’s path, There fis a hu- 
orous phase to this assault—a phase 


is at last about to turn monk. Agent 
Wilcox is accused of immorality—a 
charge which, with Eastern people, will 
be likely to condemn him without a hear- 
ing. If you could only know 
a little of the mode of life 
of mst, if not all of the men who are 
antagonizing Wilcox; of their flagrant 
and dissolute contempt of the first prin- 
ciples of decency, you would throw that 
part of the charges into your waste 
basket and give it no further concern. 
I must apologize for my lony letter, 
which I hope youwill ascribe to my 
deep interest in the subject of keeping 
the Apaches on the path of peace and 
progress, and of lending to your de- 
partment the assistance not alone of the 
military forces of this department when 
called for, but of my experience and ob- 
servation among these Indians which 
ou may find of some value, are at 
least dictated by perfectly disinterested 
motives.

_ this from a private letter, however 


well it may begwritten. Some infor- 
mation of a general nature may be ob- 
tained by reading the newspapers pub- 
lished here, but the way for our East- 
ern friends to know about this country 
is to.visit it in person. It is but sim- 
ple truth to say that this country en- 
jOys more natural advantages than al- 


- most any other on the face of the 


earth. Some-think the land is held at 
high figures now, but there is no doubt 
it will be higher and higher from year 
to “year, and it is only a matter of a 
short time when it will require a fab- 
ulous sum to buy an eligible location 
fora home here. Let those who want 
homes beneath our sunny skies come 
and make themand not stand shivering, 


doubting and asking quéstions. that 


cannot be answered. It would be as 
impossible to give by letter to. a mian 
in the East a true conception of our 
country as it 1s, as it would be to 
transport a section of our genial cli- 
mate to the frozen north in mid- 
winter by the same means. You must 

’ see it and feel it yourself to know what 
it is, and you can only do that by 
coming in person. Bring your wife, 
for she has as good a right to a say in 
selecting a home for the future as you 
have. 


SreapiLy from our Pacific shores 
the heathen Chince is wending his 
way to the eastward.

A TENDERFOIT AT CALICO. 


His Impressious of the Place, the 
People and the Miaes—What he 
has Seen aud What he Thinks wi 
Kt. 
Cauico, Feb. 25, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Times—Sir: I am 
not much of a hand to write. There is 
not much to write in this country. It is 


the worst looking country that man ever’ 


looked upon. It is dry and desolate. 
There is not a bit of vegetation to be seen. 
You have to buy all your water. -It is 
easier to get a drink of whisky than water. 
‘There is no formation to anything. There 
is plenty of silver, no doubt; but there are 
not two pieces alike in the camp. The ore 

is all colors, shapes and substances that 
can be jimagined. There is. ‘very little 
solid roek in the mountains. It seems 
that choas went wild on a bender. I have 


been to a great many mines, or holes in 
the ground. Nobody seemsto be trying 
to develop them. It seems to bea r 
man’scamip. The names of the mines I 
forget them. There are a few, it is said, 
that will go from $1500 to $2000 a ton, 
and I can not doubt it. They have to 
haul) the ore so far to the wills that 
it knocks the profit. Get away up on the 
mountain and look up Death Valley. 


It looks like some nice vineyard. 
You can see \pwhat you would 
take for some \\ nice lake. You 


get left on that; it nothing but sand. 
Some days you can see the mirage and 
some you can’t. But the city of Calico, I 
pass; 1 can’t describe,it is too much for me; 
it needs working over with some capital 
and water, as near as I can come atit. It 
is a sight never to be forgotten to see in 
the evening grimy miners (remember that 
water -costs money) come into camp, and 
meet on the street, go down in their rag 
or sack, and compare the little pieces of 
dornicks that they picked out of the moun- 
tain somewhere. If he has a piece that 
looks like something they invite him in to 
drink, to find out where he gotit. - Old 
miners tell me that it is the quietest camp 
they ever saw. One great drawback is 
that every mine has to build a road. 
There has been a good Weal packed out on 
burros after the ore was sorted. There is 
a canyon. abouta mile and a half from 
here that beats anything I ever saw to 


high it is, but the sun shines but oncea 
day in it for about an hour. The suy has 
burned the rock as black as a coal on the 
south side of the mountain. At a distance 
it looks like coal scattered about Joose. 
What looks the most peculiar, one side of 
a gulch will be broken up rock, and the 
other will be sand, and the next, the devil 
only knows what. Where the King mine 


some kind, and where the Bis- 
mark is it is- white or nearly so. 

{ They are both paying mines. The sub- 


' stance is soft; you can mash it with your 
foot. There is another curiosity about 
this camp—wherever you go you will 
find monuments. If we do not know 
where the:-mound builders came from. I 
believe I know where they have gone—- 
Calico. You find them on the top of the 
mountain, in the gulch, and on the de- 
sert. We have some specimens that would 
pass for prehistoric man. Anyhow you 
will be going along where you think no- 
body had been; the first time you stop to 
gaze at some thing you will hear some- 
thing click; you investigate; you will find 
some poor but honest miner on his knees 
with a big find on his hands—for sale! 

Grub is as cheap here as in Los Angeles, 
but it has-its drawbacks, Sometimes we 
get fresh beef; not very certain they will 
come to you, ask for ham and eggs. No. 
Have you any steak? No. The ham is 
salt too. Well I guess they have to buy 
their water. I’ll have my revenge. 

Now they say there is a fascination in 
gambling dnd mining. I have saw the ef- 
fect® on my partner every night since I 
have been here. In his sleep he is 
making-a find all night long. Some- 
times he is a millionaire—he has 
struck it big; and then he wants 
to throw up and go home; says he can’t 
stand this hard life any longer. 

The.man that has the best thing I have 
seen is the one that has the well half-way 
-between here and the station. 

There is a mill between here and the 
station that will be in operation soon, and 
then “ise can tell what will pay and what 
won’t.. There is a heap of low grade ore, 
I know, for it will assay some silver. 
There has been no gold found—not even a 
trace. TENDERFOOT. 


Straw Lumber, 

Lumber is now manufactured from 
straw. One ton of straw yields 1000 
feet of boards, the standard size being 
twelve feet in length, thirty-two inches 
in width, and the average thickness of 
surfaced boards. This can be used 
like ordinary lumber, and sold in com- 
petition with wide walnut at about half 
the cost of the latter. 


Sue statistics regarding ugricul- 
in the United States give some 
curious facts. They show that 110,- 
667 persons employed in farming in 
1879 on the Pacific coast produced 
staples valued at $75,811,422, or $685 
“to each person engaged in that branch 
of industry. The next highest section 
in regard to the amount raised per per- 
son engaged is that composed of the 
States of New .York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware, where 
755,635 farmers produced $343,-,; 
457,272 worth of staples, or 
$454 to each person. The Missis- 
Sippi Valley, or Western States, stand 
next, 2,346,544 agriculturists, produc- 
ingcrops worth $913,960,652, or $389 
to each laborer. New England comes 
last with 301,815 farm. workers, who 
gpg $103, 343,566, or $342 each. 
the South, 4, 070,945 laborers 
produced crops worth $756,391,308, or 
$185 to each worker. The average pro- 
duction per person for the whole coun- 
Z try is $411. All things considered, the 
: South is far behind the other sections. 
\ _ New England has a limited area for 
agricultural operations; the Middle 
States divide their energies between 
farming and manufacturing and min- 
ing, while the West and the Pacific 
Coast are practically in the beginning 
of their agricultural development. 
But the South has been an agricultural 
region for generations, with a prince- 
ly domain and most favorable condi- 
tions of climate and soil. These 
figures show how comparatively slow 
the South has been in improving its

A CHINESE THIEF. 


Sheriff Celis by a Kuse 
Makes Him Confess, 

A telephone message was received at 
the Sheriff’s office yesterday calling for 
an officer to go out to the Sierra Madre 
tract to investigate an occurrence which 
had come to light there. Mr. Pearson, 
the postmaster and school teacher, also 
keeps a few boarders. Among them is a 
young man afflicted with consumption. 


On Monday he had suffered the loss of 
$106, which had been taken from his 
room.

He was then assured 
that the Chinaman did know something 
of the affair, and proposed that he should 
tell of it if he could make him, so he ask- 
ed another man to get a rope quietly and 
he would meet him.in a clump of trees not 
far away with the Chinaman. He talked 
with him and everything went smooth 
enough until the Chinaman saw the rope, 
and then he attempted to knock Celis 
down and escape. Celis is, too old an offi- 
cer to be caught napping, and instead of 
being knocked out of time a six-shooter 
appeared just in front of the two eyes of 
the Chinaman, who surrendered uncondi- 
tionally, and acknowledged the theft. He 
then conducted the officer to the house, 
and from a partition wall, where the plas- 
tering had been broken, he fished out 
the entire amount... The Chinaman was 
brought to town and lodged in jail.
